Clean Water Programme: 

Bangalore is the pivotal centre of our charitable 
activities. We provide drinking water to poor people 
who live around the centre who are mostly migrants 
from northern Karnataka and have no access to good 
drinking water facility. The centre in Bangalore is 
visited everyday by many poor people for various 
kinds of needs. We provide short term and also long 
term financial assistance to the poor in meeting their 
basic needs. Several of them are given monthly 
assistance.

Gengapuram, Vellore, Tamil Nadu 

Chevalier Evening Tuition Center caters for 150 boys and 
girls, aged 11 to 17, from underprivileged backgrounds. 
Most of these children, and their families, were affected socially, 
economically and politically and considered the low caste

Chevalier Academy for Boys & Girls 
Dindigul, Tamil Nadu 

Chevalier Academy caters for 350 boys & girls, aged 
3 to 14, from underprivileged backgrounds. Most of 
these children, and their families who live below 
poverty line. We the missionaries of the Sacred Heart 
have adopted 3 villages and are educating them with 
a qualitative education from 2005 on. 



India Extreme: Presenting a country juxtaposed between centuries, 
the contradiction that is India. 



India's universities and placements boast of international standards, 
and the country is seen as an emerging new academic destination 
globally. Yet, India has one of the largest illiterate populations in the 
world, with the highest number of labourers under 14 years of age. A 
UNESCO report estimates that 72 million primary school children are 
not in school, with a staggering 12.6 million children engaged in 
hazardous occupations. 

The National Commission for Women describes water as the most ( 
commercial product of the 21st century. Growing populations and 
changing lifestyles have led to an increased demand for fresh water; 
while agricultural, industrial and domestic sectors push the water 
tables deeper underground. In many villages, women have to walk 
distances of 2.5 to 5 km to fetch water. This time spent in fetching this 
water is equivalent to 150 million women days, and translates into a 
loss of 1000 crore per year. In callous contrast, water-themed parks 
have been spreading across the country, with viral popularity. Almost ] 
blind to the way the other half lives, the parks are always packed, as 
young and old alike, revel in the thrill of a water fight.

From the Mission Office Brothers, India 
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On behalf of MSC Mission Office Brothers, I take this opportunity to share our 
remarkable experiences during this year. 

As brothers in formation, involvement in the mission work has been enriching 
us in all levels. Because it helps us to experience the spirit of service and 
mission that Fr. Jules Chevalier envisaged for the society as whole and also 
prepares us for our future ministry. At the same time, it also positively 
challenges us to come to the real life of the people in and around us and the 
need to be personally involved in the work of God any little way we could. Our 
mission work has been regular every month under the able-guidance of our 
director, Fr. John Chinnapan msc, who has been inspiring and 
enthusiastically making us involve ourselves in the mission work. 

Among the mission works that we have undertaken so far, a few are indeed 
noteworthy and need to be mentioned. 

□ Educational Help to Disadvantaged Youth and Children: 

The Mission Office India is involved with over 630 School dropouts 
preparing them for potential entry into the formal education system, and 
also the retention of vulnerable children within the existing framework 
by providing them remedial support services. Education is a basic right 
of every child. We helped the children to be self-reliant for a bright 
future. The urban deprived children of Bangalore and its suburbs are 
lacking some of the basic rights even today, of which education is the 
most important. 




□ Food Distribution and Provision: 

The people in the slum (especially in 

L.R.Nagar, which is one of our mission 

stations at present, and also people in K. R. 

Nagar) go without a meal for a day; 

especially the children go without food or go 

out in search of job but finding none. Hence 

we decided to provide a meal for them on 

that particular day. I am sure that already 

there is a question in your mind "how long 

will you provide food for them or how many 

times a day or week could we provide food for them?" Thus, we also 

have undertaken the census of a few families that are either 

abandoned women with children, widows and elderly parents; to 

whom we plan to provide monthly provision which has been already 

actualized, but however we will also keep track of their conditions, 

accordingly we will be able to 

provide. 

□ Divvali Celebration: Diwali is 
the festival of lights, celebrated in 
India. This festival systematically 
means to show it dispels of the 
darkness, sufferings and sorrow 
and dawning of lights, peace and 
happiness. On these festival days, while whole India celebrates with 
great delight, with firing the crackers, the children from our mission 
places go without any means of celebration or this feast has no 
meaning to them. Thus, we the mission brothers in India, on that day 
went to spend our time with them, by firing some crackers. Our 
presence on that day with the children brought joy and happiness to 
them. This joy of celebration the feast brought hope to the children 
and this experience also revived our spirit of working the thirst of 
peoples craving for love, recognition and presence. 

□ Health Care: We also have undertaken the mission of caring and 
supporting the sick and suffering. This involves being with them and 
supporting morally, as well as helping them financially to meet their 
medical expenses and giving them hair cut to the street and slum 
children in a little way we could and moreover praying for them as a 
unit of Mission Office Brothers. 

Overall, the mission works have been a source of inspiration for our 
mission work and it also plays a great role in shaping and supporting us in 

our formation to the priesthood as 
Missionaries of the Sacred Heart.
